The New Booklist 


ITH this issue THe Booxuist, which as a monthly has been familiar to 
\ librarians since 1905, becomes a semimonthly. Its editorial staff recom- 
mended the change, the Editorial Committee of the American Library 


Association approved it, and the Executive Board at its meeting on June twentieth 


authorized its adoption. 


A special committee of the Executive Board had previously recommended that 
the price be raised to three dollars a year and the Executive Board voted approval of 
that change at the same time. For a discussion of finances see “The A.L.A. and Its 


Money,” by Carl H. Milam, in the May Bulletin of the American Library Association. 


There will be two issues each month except August, when only the annual index 
will appear. The issue on the first of the month will consist of sixteen pages; it will 
have a self-cover, will carry no special article, no advertising, and no index. It will 


include the regular list of current books, in addition to lists of documents, foreign 


books, and free and inexpensive material, when space allows and copy is available. 


The issue on the fifteenth will carry advertising and will have a leading special 
article when obtainable. The monthly index covering the two issues will appear here; 
the orange cover will instantly identify this as the index number. It will now be a 
title and subject index; authors will appear as usual in the annual index. To facilitate 
the use of these two briefer parts the classified books are arranged by author, as the 
lists of editions and children’s books have been heretofore. The classification number, 
at the edge of the left-hand margin, is given in bold face for quick reference. 

The change is not intended to increase the number of entries but, by more fre- 


quent publication, to give earlier information about current books. It is believed 


that this change offers definite improvements in service to subscribers. 
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FROM A NEW BOOK 


But Parts had had her perils no less acute than those of the present: it was the horses, 
the prancing, dashing, or trudging horses, which had to be avoided then.

The net 
effect of the ensuing conflict, so far as Mr. Mott had been able to discern, was in the 
nature of a challenge to the taxi drivers, and the function of the members of the force 
was that of pylons to give zest to the happy drivers in their trans-urban races.

Publishers wishing to use a Boox.ist entry for advertising purposes are requested to use some such phrase as 
“Listed in Tae Booxuist of the A. L. A.,” not ‘‘Recommended by the A. L. A.” The latter implies action on the 
part of the Association as a whole, which is by no means the case. Listed books are recommended for purchase 
if the annotation indicates to a librarian that the book will be useful in his particular community.
